Some genuinely amusing anecdotes alternate 
with feline chatter about the curious ways 
of the wealthy and socially sacrosanct fre- 
quenters of the most snobbish USS. resorts. 
Palm Beach, Hot Springs, Virginia, Narra- 
gansett, the Berkshires, Tuxedo, Long Island, 
Newport, Saratoga, and Palm Springs are all 
characterized along with the personalities who 
made them fashionable. 


Berg, Norah and Samuels, Charles. Lady 
on the beach. Prentice-Hall, $3. Novem- 
ber. 

A husband and wife, middle-aged alcoholics, 
drifted into a Pacific coast community which 
contained many other derelicts and refugees 
from conventions. The wife Norah writes 
this account of attempts to make a home out 
of a shack, the beachcombing, friendships, 
enmities, and small occupations that made up 
their days, and sadly records each fall from 
grace that meant one more defeat and the 
scorn of the nearby townspeople. A chance 
letter to Time magazine, on the _ shack- 
dwellers’ love of reading, brought publicity 
and an incentive to the Bergs’ rehabilitation. 


Freeman, Douglas Southall. George Wash- 
ington, a biography. v. 5, Victory with the 
help of France. Scribner, $7.50. October 
20. 

The “present volume covers the life of Wash- 
ington from the time he received the news, 
April 30, 1778, of the consummation of the 
French alliance until Christmas Eve, 1783, 
when once more a private citizen, he dis- 
mounted at his own door.”—Introd. Battles, 
campaigns, and clashes of personalities make 
this livelier going than some of the preceding 
volumes. 


Johnson, Gerald White. Pattern for liber- 
ty; the story of old Philadelphia. 834x11%4 
in. McGraw-Hill, $7.50. October 20. 

The spacious days of early Philadelphia—its 
historic buildings, personages, manners, and 
events—are brought back in a spirited his- 
torical essay accompanied by 32 plates in full

color. If not the cradle of American liberty, 
Philadelphia was at least its nursery and kin- 
dergarten the author declares, before showing 
how the intellectual hospitality of the colonial 
metropolis helped to fashion the U.S. Consti- 
tution and later American history. The illus- 
trations were originally commissioned by a 
commercial firm for advertising in national 
magazines. 


McGehee, Florence. Please excuse John- 
ny. Macmillan, $3.50. Tentative date Octo- 
ber 28. 

A truant officer relates some of her experi- 
ences in a part of California which drew large 
numbers of migratory workers. Small towns 
and workers’ camps made up the author’s 
district, and provided her with a wide variety 
of problem children and parents, ranging from 
amiable Mexican illiterates to smug American 
matrons who closed their eyes to their teen- 
age daughters’ drinking habits; some were as 
hopeless as subnormal Hilario, oversexed 
Daisy, and the gang of boy blackmailers, but 
others who rose above background or youth- 
ful mistakes were truly splendid. Told as hu- 
man-interest stories, but the reader can find 
his own sociological implications. 


Millay, Edna St. Vincent. The letters; ed. 
by Allan Ross MacDougall. Harper, $5. 
Tentative date October 29. 

This representative selection, covering the 
years 1900-1950, takes the poet from her 
Maine childhood to her death at her New York 
farm. She is eight when the letters begin; 
ahead lie her family loyalties, the fluttering 
enthusiasms of girlhood, her passionate spon- 
sorship of lost causes, her railing at philis- 
tines, the corrosive literary criticism of herself 
and others, and the stoic resignation to pain 
of the last years. The editor, by following the 
poet’s original spelling and punctuation and 
not abridging the names of living contempo- 
raries, has kept the vintage flavor of a lost 
Bohemia. Serialized in Ladies’ Home Journal. 


Thomas, Benjamin P. Abraham Lincoln, a 
biography. Knopf, $5.75; prepublication 
price, $5. November 10. 

The purpose in writing this biography has 
been to make available to general readers and 
students an accurate, readable, one-volume 
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life of Lincoln which makes use of material 
that has become available to scholars in recent 
years, particularly the Robert Todd Lincoln 
collection opened in 1947. The author has 
achieved readability in a sober, matter-of-fact 
style, and presents a straightforward recital 
of Lincoln’s life and a sympathetic but ob- 
jective interpretation of his personality. Doc- 
umentation is appended. A useful section fon 
librarians is an evaluation of Lincoln 
literature

Disappointed in her husband, Helene Came- 
ron tried to realize her social and financial 
ambitions through her daughters, at the same 
time looking hopefully toward the artist Nat 
Ritter for romance and the illusion of con- 
tinued youth. The older daughter married 
suitably, though not brilliantly, but Alicia, 
after a promising debut, broke her engage- 
ment to a stodgy Main-Liner, went to Italy 
with the Red Cross, had a brief affair with a 
married soldier, renewed her acquaintance 
with Ritter, and came home for a showdown 
with her mother preparatory to marrying him. 
None of the characters is wholly bad nor 
wholly admirable, and none arrives at total 
defeat or victory, so that situations and people 
alike give an impression of reality.

The reader may not always feel 
greatly drawn to the characters but the com- 
plications in family affairs during three gen- 
erations are well devised and the fortunes of 
the family are made to reflect fluctuations in 
the economic life of the lower Mississippi from 
1870 to 1930. There is always a feminine 
awareness of food and dress.

The Roman fountain into which the traveler 
tosses a coin if he wishes to return to the 
Eternal City unifies this novel about Ameri- 
can expatriates. Shadwell, the novelist dying 
of cancer, pays his tribute to keep a foothold 
on life; Bertin, head of a news bureau, vacil- 
lates between an urge to leave and an urge to 
stay; and the secretaries at the Rome Agency, 
confronted by a shortage of men, must solve 
their problems in their own ways. The author 
is a shrewd observer of uprooted Americans, 
their snobbish caste systems and improvised 
lives, but he leaves the separate stories of his 
characters loosely interwoven in his tragi- 
comedy of manners.

A scholar reviews the history of a southern 
Illinois county where violence has erupted 
several times in the last 80 years. He begins 
with the most horrifying episode, the massacre 
at Herrin in 1922, then goes back to tell, in 
chronological order, of the vendetta of 1868- 
1876, conflicts between unions and owners, 
Klan and gang wars, and the trials of the late 
1920’s, after which law and order returned to 
the county. The author retells the story that 
Williamson residents would like to forget, be- 
cause he sees localized there the moral, racial, 
economic, and religious conflicts common to 
American society; he points out that when 
passion displaces reason, and when there are 
venal public servants, plus a lack of respect 
for law, the result may be a Williamson 
county.
